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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claims 9 and 17, line 1, the phrase "of the type" renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "of the 
type"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
Further, with respect to claim 9, the claim appears to be a Jepson claim, the proper form of which 
should read in line 1, -An extension ladder...-, and in line 13, -the improvement comprising-. 
If the claim is not a Jepson claim, then in line 1, "improved" should be deleted, and in line 13, 
"said improved extension ladder" should read -said extension ladder further comprising-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: for claims 1, 9, and 
17, the primary reason for the allowable subject matter is the inclusion of an extension ladder 
having a pulley assembly, and an anti-slipping mechanism having two latch hook stands that 
secure respective latch hooks, on ends of a link rod, to one of the slave ladder posts, each latch 
hook having hooking areas fro hooking to the slave and master ladder, respectively, in 
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conjunction with the locking mechanisms, each having claw hooks secured to inner sides of the 
slave ladder for connecting to a rung of the master and slave ladder. The prior art of record fails 
to teach or suggest the claimed features absent the applicant's won disclosure. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Bocker #4,640,387, Inglese #4,605,100, and Wright #4,364,451 are cited to teach 
extension ladders having pulley and locking assemblies.
